Sm :—At the request of George A. Barnes, Esq., Public 
Printer of the Territory, I have the honor to submit to your 
consideration the following statement of facts: 

" “During the session of the Legislative Assembly, but recent- 
ly closed, Mr. Barnes was elected Public Printer—before which 
election, this office recognized him under a contract made by 
me,—A. M. Poe, Esq., having, in August last, become a resident 
of the State of California. Samples of the printing aegis 
and the bill for the same, have already been transmitted by 
this office. On account of the work done and ordered, MY. 
Barnes has advanced in wages, purchase of material, &c., twelve 
handred dollars, or thereabouts, in coin. Thus far said printing 
‘has been anything but a source of profit. This office has bean 
unable to lend the assistance of assuring parties who might wait 
the adjustment of his account, and thus favor the printer, and 
the work would haye stopped, had not Mr. Barnes had command - 
of meats. 

‘Material cannot be purchased except for coin, and Mg. 
_Bagnes is pms to pay his hands in gold, rather than allow 
H ' 
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the discount of legal tender notes in such settlement. Such notes 
can be purchased here at sixty-five to seventy cents on the dol- 
lar; though im ordinary transactions of business, the standard 
rate is four dollars in silver for a $5 note. 

In consideration of these facts—if compatible with the pub- 
lic interests——I would most respectfully ask that this office be 
clothed with the authority to draw upon such Assistant Treas- 
urer as may be designated, to pay said printer such sum as found, 
due to him by the Department, and that such Assistant Treasur- 
er be instructed, in meeting such drafts, to pay at least one-half 
coin.

Sm: —Yours of February 18th, 25th, and 28th, are received 
and contents noted. Relative to the plan adopted and means 
émployed by you for meeting the necessities of the Legislative 
Assembly, about which you desire to know the opinion of this 
office, I have to say that, in the peculiar circumstanees, both of 
the Legislature and the Secretary, your course was not only not 
censurable, but highly commendable. 
` In yours of February 25th, you request the approval of this 
Department, of sending to Philadelphia an order for the neces- 
sary stationery, &c., for your office for the current year, and-for 
ihe Legislature of 1863-4, and one reason you assign for this 
gourse is, that you will thereby save to the Government at least 
40 per cent. on such purchases. 

In the “General Instructions” from this office, (which you 
had met. received when your letter was written), under the head 
of * Incidental Expenses,” 1st paragraph, you are directed-ss 
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follows: “You will, in making disbursements under thig héad, 
be careful to ascertain the most economical as well as convenient 
sources of supply, and measure the extent of your outlay aecor- 
dingly.” No further instructions on this point are on nec- 
essary. * = 5 i 

As to having such proposed account sent Ta from 
Philadelpia to this office, to be passed upon here and the amount 
théreof retained from the appropriation, I have to advise you 
that such-a plan is unusual and quite unnecessary. It will be 
better that you should make your purchases in the usual way, 
and your accounts, accompanied. with the proper veneers, for- 
warded to this office for adjustment. ” 


In regard to the “Iron Fire and Thief Proof Safe” which 
you have‘purchased, you may send the bill or voucher for it in 
your next account for Legislative and Incidental expenses, . In 
the “General Instructions,” last paragraph but one, you aré in- 
structed: “In fitting up your office, to provide yourself with a 
good Iron Safe, for securing your vouchers, cash, &c., as the ne. 
cessities of the service may require.” You have correctly anti- 
cipated your duty in this respect. ` =- 


I congratulate you in having been able to save from destruc. 
tion, while the Secretary’s office was burning, the vouchers, pay- 
rolls, &c., of the Legislature of last winter. 


Relative to the case of Mr. Barnes, Public Printer, he haxa 
ing purchased the necessary materials and paid his workmen i in 
coin, you ask if he cannot receive his pay for the public printing 
in coin also. In reply, I have to advise that, the Government 
does not advance money to the printer, nor pay his workmen, nor 
purchase the materials for his office, but when the work is per- 
Formed, the Secretary may pay him one-half or everrtwo-thirds of 
his bills, if necessary, before such bills are passed by this office. 
The public printer cannot claim to be paid in coin for his serv- 
ices any more than can the Secretary, the Governor, or the oth- 
er officers of the Territory. The Govment cannot make such 
distinctions as are proposed in the case of Mr. Barnes, nor do 
that which would depreciate its own curréncy. 

If Mr. Barnes cannot do the Legislative printing of your 
Territory on terms corresponding with other Territories, 'E see 
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no way but to appoint some other person to the office of public 
printer. 

And this leads me to say that, by the decision of the Hon, 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary and not the Legislature 
of a Territory, has the authority to agpoint the public printer.

MILITARY PROTECTION TO EMIGRANTS. 


It affords me sincere pleasure to announce that the prudent 
and energetic measures adopted by Generals Wright and Alvord 
for the protection of the frontiers and the overland emigrants 
alang their dreary and dangerous route, have been crowned with 
entire success. 

During all the emigration across’ the plains for the last 
fourteen years to the gold fields of California, Oregon, and Wash- 
ington Territory, great damage has been done, and many lives 
lost every year, but this is the first year the emigrant trains 
havé all arrived safely and been fully protected against the wild, 
Arab-like savages west of the Rocky mountains. 

For this gratifying result, the thanks of the country are ` 
due to Generals Wright and Alvord, and to all the officers and 
men of this Military Department. 


LEGISLATIVE APPORTIONMENT, 

The organization of the new Territory of Idaho by act of 
‘Congress of March 3d, 1863, will render necessary a new appor- 
tionment of the representation in the Legislative Council and 
House of Representatives. 


PACIFICO RAIL ROAD AND TELEGRAPH, 


Gratifying progress has already been made under the act 
of Congress to aid in the construction of the Pacific Rail Road, 
‘Fhe Telegraph line has already been finished dcross our conti- 
nent, from the Atlantic cities to San Francisco, and a branch 
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thereof will soon be completed to Portland, Oregon. I trust 
that oné of your earliest acts will be the adoption of » memorial 
to Congress praying agrant to aid inthe construction of a North, 
ern Rail Road to some one of the points already designated as @ 
proper terminus in this Territory. 


DISTRICT COURTS, &C. 

Your attention is also called to the act of Congress, approv- 
ed Feb. 9, 1868, entitled an “ Act concerning the District Courts 
of Washington Territory,” by which provision is made for the 
holding of District Courts, in addition to those already author- 
ized, at such times and places, not exceeding three places in 
each district, as the Legislative Assembly shall determitie. 


INDIAN TREATY. 

By the Treaty concluded with the Nez Perces, on the 9th 
day of June last, the Indians have relinquished to the United 
States nearly nine-tenths of their former reservation, which em- 
braced an area of about ten thousand square miles. The area 
of the new reservation includes about twelve hundred square 
miles, and is situated wholly within the Territory of Idaho. 

Tam informed by the Superintendent of Indian Affairs, that 
our relations with the Indians are of the most peaceful charac- 
ter.

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FORTIFICATIONS ¢ 


By act of Cong®ss of February 20th, 1862, one hundred 
thousand dollars were appropriated for defences at the mouth of 
the Columbia river, the work has been commenced, but Iam 
not advised of the progress made. 


No provision has yet been made for the defence of Puget 
Sound, the great artéry of ocean, navigation into the central 
part of the Northern portion of the Territory. I am informed 
by Gen. Alvord that he has urged upon the Government the 
importance of sending iron clad vessels, for the defence of Co- 
lumbia river and Puget Sound. 

In addition to veggels of war, there should also be land for- 
tifications on the Sound. - This important subject of national 
defences, necessary for the protection of Admiralty Inlet and 
Puget Sound, should at once be brought to the attention of Con- 
gress. 

EMBARGO. 

Under circular instructions from the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, of May 19th, 1863, to Collectors of Customs, issued in pur- 
suance of a general order from the President, of November 21st, 
1862, to prohibit the exportation of arms, ammunition and mur 
nitions of war from the United, States to any of the States in 
‘open rebellion, the Collector of Customs for the District of | 
Puget Sound, in June last, prohibited the exportation of live 
stock from this Territory to Victoria and British Columbia, _, 

The original order of the President was manifestly rendered 
necessary by the exigencies of the rebellion, and was designed 
to prevent the possibility of army supplies being carried from 
the United States into the States in rebellion. 


When, however, a proper representation was made of the 
injurions effects of said circular upon the interests of this Ter- 
ritory, closing as it did, our only market, and at the same time 
disarranging the commercial reciprocity and friendly intercourse 
heretofore existing between the people of this Territory sad 
those of Vancouvar’s Island and British Columbia, its continued 
enforcement én the whale Pacific Coast was promptly revoked 
by the President, 
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Thus our citizens were relieved from the serious losses and 
embarrassments which an extended operation ðf that embargo 
would have produced, and our business relations were again 
happily restored and re-established with the English Provinces 
of Vancouver's Island and British Columbia. 


DIVORCES. 


In my last annual Message, I called attention to the sad and 
immoyral effects growing out of the readiness with which our 
Legislative Assemblies have annulled the solemn contract of 
marriage, by granting divorces to every applicant. ; 

My views upon that subject remain unchanged, and I can 
not too earnestly urge upon you the propriety of refusing alf 
applications for divorces and referring the parties to the: courts. 
of the Territory. 

In connection with this matter, I beg leave to call your at- 
tention to an act passed by the Legislative Assembly on the 
14th January, 1861, and still in force, by which it is provided 
that the party applying to the Legislature for a divorce; must 
give three months.previous notice, by publication, of such in- 
tended application. T trust this law will not be disregarded and 
violated during the present session. 


WAGON ROAD. 


“The most important subject at this time, requiring your 
‘careful consideration, is the great measure for preserving the 
integuity and unity of Washington Territory, and for securing 
the immediate benefits and blessings of convenient internal’ 
communication and transportation between all the several parts 
thereof, and to mutually bind together the various and diversi- 
fied interests of our widely spread population—the construction 
of a passable Wagon Road on the most‘practicable route that 
can be selected, across the Cascade Mountains, to be commenced 
in good earnest, during the earliest and most favorable season: ing 
1864. 

The construction of this road across the ‘Coxcads Noun 
tains will immediately and permanently benefit the-populatiom 
in every part of the Territory, and remain a lasting-monument 
to the credit of every member of your honorable body, whose:

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


On the 2d of July, 1862, an act was passed by Congress, 
entitled “An .Act donating Public Lands to the several States 


and Territories, which may provide Colleges for the benefit of 
Agriculture and the Mechanic arts.” 

No action has yet been taken for the purpose of securing 
to this Territory any part of the benefits and aasistance provid- 
ed by said law, to aid in the establishment and support of an 
Agricnitural College. And as the Sth section thereof expressly 
provides the following rigid limitations, that—*No State shall 
“be entitled to the benefits of this act, unless it shall express itg 
“acceptance thereof by its Legislature, within two years from 
“the date. of its approval hy the President.” I therefore rec- 
ommend a careful examination of the title and provisions of said 
law, and the adoption of the most suitable and eficient meas- 
ures for securing to this Territory all the benefits that can be 
derived from said act, agreeably to the wise and liberal inten» 
tions of Congress.

By an act of the Legislature, passed January 29th, 1862, 
entitled “An Act to provide for the safe keeping and treatment, 
of Insane and Idiotic persons,” it is made the duty of the Gov- 
ernor and Territorial Auditor to provide, by contract, for the 
safe keeping, care and medical treatment of all insane persons, 
In compliance with the requirements of said law, a contract for 
that purpose was made on the 22d day of October, 1862, with 
the Sisters of Charity, at St. John’s Insane Hospital, Vancou- 
ver, Since which time the insane and idiots of this Territory, 
have been sent there. , 

During the past summer I visited that asylum, and: was 
highly gratified to find the benevolent intentions of the Legis 
lature are very properly carried out. _ 

There are at present six patients in the asylum, and youri 
attention is respectfully called to the report of the Institution 
herewith submitted. ;

GOLD MINES, 


The gold mines of the Territory have been worked to good 
advantage and great profit during the past season. 

The gould bearing region, embracing the Eastern: part of 
Oregon, the Eastern part of Washington Territory, and all of 
- Idaho, West of the Rocky Mountains, yielded in 1862, from 

eight to ten millions of dollars. Tt is generally estimated that 
in 1863, from the same gold fields, the astonishing amount of 
eighteen to twenty-five millions have been collected. And the 
great preparations made during the present year for future op- 
erations, produces a popular expectation that the enormous sum 
of forty to fifty millions of the precious metals will be gathered 
therefrom in 1864,—and it is fully believed by many who have 
been at tho various mines of Oro Fino, Elk City, the Salmon 
River mines of Florence and Warren Diggings, at Boise, Owy- 
hee, John Day’s, Powder River, tho Okanagan, Spokane, Beaver 
Head, Deer Lodge, Bitter Root, Fort Colville, and the Bars of 
the Columbia and Snake Rivers, that the annual harvests of 
gold will constantly increase, year after year, in a rapidly pro- 
gressive ratio for many years to come, until the aggregate an- 
nual collection will become fabulous in amount far exceeding the ~ 
richest seasons of the gold bearing history of Californis. 

Miners claims are regulated by miners laws and customs, 
but it is apprehended there is one impediment to their success- 
ful working by our citizens which these laws cannot reach.— 
The large number of Chinese who leve collected in several of 
the mining regions on the Pacific Coast, in some instances almost 
to the exclusion of our own citizens, is a source of serious com- 
plaint. I would recommend that some protective measures be 
adopted by the Legislature to abate or remove the evil com- 
plained of.

The contract price for keeping these patients, including. 
board, clothing, washing, megicines, medical attendance and 
nursing, is eight dollars per week, made on a cash basis. The 
price is low for the service rendered, and should be’ paid in coin. 
The keepers of the insane of the State of Oregon receive twelve 
dollars per weck, in coin, and the patients of that Asylum are 
not more tenderly cared for than those of our own Territory are 
by the Sisters at Vancouver, I can bear witness, from a per- 
sonal examination, gf the admirable manner in which the Asy- 
lum‘of the Sisters is conducted. Every department is cleanly . 
and in good order, and no pains or labor seems to be spared to 
make the inmates comfortable. Shower and other baths are 
prepared, conducing much to the health and comfort of the pa- 
tients. , 
The contract price, if paid in cash, the Sisters inform me, 
would be satisfactory to them, although they deem it an insuffi- 
cient remuneration for the trouble and expense incurred. 


I would recommend that the Legislature levy a tax of one 
mill on the dollar of the taxable property of the Territory, for 
the purpose of creating a fund expecially for the purpose of the 
keeping and care of the insane and idiotic of the Territory; to 
be paid in coin. That, like the school tax, it be subject to no 
delinquencies, but that the full amount falling upon each county’ 
according to its assessment, be paid into the Territorial Treasu- 
ry free from any deductions on account of commissions, and that 
not. a cent of this fund be appropriated to any other purpose 
than for the benefit of the insane, subject to disbursment only 
on orders of the Governor and his associate. 
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It is not deemed necessary to argue the necessity of creat- 
ing this fund, or of the holding it sacred for the beneficial object 
for which it is intended, Insanity is a terrible calamity, and one 
to which all are liable at any moment. - It would scem then, that 
not an objection can reasonably be made to the levying of this 
tax, or to the Legislature making provision for creating a fund 
for the care and maintenance of those upon whom this unfortu- 
nate calamity may fall. ' 


I trust, therefore, that certain and sure provision will be 
made for the purpose statad, whether in the manner suggested 
or in some other way which in the wisdom of the Legislative 
Assembly may be deemed more expedient. 


REVENUE FROM TURNPIKE AND PLANK Roaps: 


It is an admitted fact that nothing so much conduces to the 
building up of a country, and to its rapid development, as good 
roads. These are essential to all classes. Heretofore, when 
charters for this purpose have been asked of the Legislative As- 
sembly of this Territory, by those who would willingly invest 
their capital in such enterprises could they obtain charters 
which would insure them a fair interest on their money, they 
have uniformly been met by the cry of monopoly. Men who 
make this an objection to granting franchises, do not seem desir- 
ous of advancing the interests of our Territory, or of its citizens. 
This objection is a bane and a curse on any new country, and in 
no part of the Pacific Coast is the fact more patent and discov- 
able than in that part of Washington Territory lying west of the 
Cascade Mountains. Year after year, since the organization of 
the Territory and the session of the first Legislative Assembly, 
have attempts been made to secure charters for roads which, 
from the rates of toll proposed to be charged, would have paid 
a fair interest on the capital invested and immeasurably have 
benefitted the country; but the baneful and destructive cry of 
monopoly has defeated improvements in the country, and to-day 
the prospects of this portion of Washington Territory are not a - 
hundredth part as flattering as they were eight years ago. And 
this is chargeable to those or a majority of those whe have rep- 
resented in the Territorial Legislature, from year to year, that 
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distričtof country alluded to. It is a well known fact that 
three-fourths of the representation in the Legislature is from the 
counties west of the mountains, having the power, therefore, of 
carrying any measure upon which they would unite. 

- The Puget’Sound country is utterly shut out from direct 
commuhication with the eastern portion of the Territory and 
the rich and exhaustless mineral regions in and adjacent thereto, 
for the want of a wagon road, or even a pack trail, across the 
Cascades. To reach the only line of travel now existing to 
these mines—the Columbia river—requires a journey of 150 
miles, one-half of this distance being over one of the worst roads 
in existence, and this the only aes or egress out of this por- 
tion of the Territory by land. It will be in vain then to wish or 
look for an accession of population in the Puget Sound, Cheha- 
lis and Cowlitz regions until such time as by charters of the 
most liberal kind, granted by the Legislature, capitalists will be 
induced to invest their money in the construction of such high- 
ways as can, at all seasons of the year, be traveled with speed 
and safety, and which will give access by a short land route from 
the Sound to the gold and silver regions of the Territory of 
Iditho. 

Whether to persist in the groundless prejudice against char- 
ters for good roads and other internal improvements, thereby 
keeping population out of tho country; or whether to grant 
privileges for the constriction of tur npike and plank roads on 
such liberal terms as may induce the investment of capital, 
thereby opening a communication between the Sound and Ore- 
gon, and the mineral regions east of the mountains, is a measure 
which a majority of the coming Legislative Assembly, being a 
party in interest, have the power to decide. Let there be a 
charter granted for a plank and turnpike road for a period of 
eight years, from the head of Puget Sound to Monticello, allow- 
ing the company to charge toll even at the rate of one dollar for 
srry ten miles, upon all vehicles passing over it, and such other 

rates upon all loose stock as may be deemed sufficient, with a 
stipulation thet the company pay into the Territorial Treasury 


five per cent, of the gross recoipts for tolls. This will certainly 
insure an additional revenue to the Territory and it is believed 
the construction of the road mo

Your committee on Military Affairs, in pursuance of the 
resolution passed by this House on the 12th inst., Instructing 
said committee to “inquire into and examine the Territorial 
arms, their condition, number, &c.,” have performed said ‘duty, 
and instructed me to report as follows, to-wit: 

There are three 12 pound howitzers complete, one of which 
is now in possession of C. Crosby & Co., at Tumwater, and in 
good order ; also 43 cases of rifled muskets (84) in like good or- 
der, except one; three cavalry sabres ; a considerable quantity 
of cartridge boxes, accumulated at the termination of the last 
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Indian war; also one case of cap boxes. There are also a few 
old Hudson Bay guns, (muskets) considered as of no value. 


We are informed by the Quarter Master in charge, that 
some time during the year 1861, he delivered, on the order of 
L. J. S. Turney, the then Acting Governor of Washington Ter- 
ritory, to one Henry Miles, of Lewis county, 20 pairs Dragoon 
holster pistols, together with 6 Dragoon sabres, taking the suid 
Miles’ receipt as an individual. It appears that Gen. Lane, 
Quarter Master General in charge, has made several requisitions 
for a supply of arms and ordnance stores, but without response. 
It appears also that there has been no receipts of arms or equip- 
ments for near three years. 


Your committee are of the opinion that this Legislative As- 
sembly should pass a resolution requesting the Secretary of War, 
or some one authorized by the General Government to distribute 

rms, to furnish the Quarter Master General of this Territory 
with one thousand stand of arms and equipments, and also a 
sufficient amount of ordnance stores, and arms sufficient to arm 
one thousand men. Judging from public opinion, your commit- 
tee believe in the policy—‘* In time of peace prepare for war.” 
Therefore we would earnestly request that early action upon 
this important necessity may be taken, in order to prepare for 
the reception of such arms and equipments as the authorities of 
the Government may deem proper to contribute. 


We would also recommend that your honorable body pass 
a law authorizing the Brigadier General of the Territory, during 
the ensuing season, to organize one regiment of Washington 
Territory Militia, for the purpose of suppressing any rebellion 
or disturbance that may be attempted in our midst. 

Your committee do not hesitate to assert that we believe 
there is a necessity for the organization of at least a portion of 
the -Territorial Militia, to the end that law and order may be 
maintained. 

We hope that the people of Washington Territory may not 
charge this House with dereliction of duty in not providing the 
proper means for their protection in life, liberty and property. 


Your committee would recommend the appointment of a 
a select committee, composed of one member from each Council 
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district, to draft and report to this House a bill to secure the 
organization of the Militia.

GENTLEMEN : 

It becomes my duty to present for your consideration the 
enclosed statement of the number and condition of the Territo- 
rial Insane persons at St. John's Insane Hospital, Vancouver, W, 
T. Also, a communication from the Sisters of Charity, request- 
ing the payment of the amount due to them for keeping, cloth- 
ing, boarding, medical attendance, nursing, &c., of the indigent 
insane persons placed under their charge by the Territory. 

The contract made on 22d Oct., 1862, provides that pay- 
ment shall be made to the Sisters of Charity, every three 
months, at eight dollars per week, for the entire cost of each 
patient placed under their care by the Territory of Washing- 
ton. No other Insane Hospital ‘would receive them at a less 
price than 12 dollars per week in coin, the said payments to be 
made punctually every 3 months. 

The Sisters of Charity have been at the cost and outlay of 
clothing and maintaining six patients for nearly 15 months, and 
have never yet been paid anything. 

I earnestly recommend for your consideration, the propriety 
of your passing an act directing the payment of their account 
againsf the Territory every 3 months when due to them.
